and mere temporary device# for excit- 
ing enthusiasm.’’

I boon from whence no traveler ever re- 
turns.” Surrelda Welch, who was an 
Owsley, belonging in the times of (what 
is sometimes called the days of servi- 
tude) to Hon. John Samuel Owsley. 
She entered upon the service of my sis- 
ter. Catherine McAlister, in 1875, at the 
poor farm of Lincoln county and a 
more devoted, loyal servant never car- 
ried the keys of smoke-house or pan- 
try. Poor Relda had three great, prom- 
inent trails: Truth, honesty and vir- 
tue. She would enter into no joke if 
funny fibs had to be told. She was as 
pure as the Tennyson monument of 
Baysoft in the solitude of the frozen 
zone a monument erected by nature 
alone, unaided by man. Relda was one 
of those true, faithful and honest ser- 
vants that never had to hunt a place. 
After living with my sister for years 
and waiting on my dear old mother for 
years, she then found a most hospitable 
home at Mr. and Mrs. Robert Collier’s 
and for years she followed the (lag of 
fidelity wherever they went. Brodhead 
or Crab Orchard, she staid with this 
excellent family, and never were man 
and woman better pleased with a ser- 
vant nor servant more devoted to those 
whom she served. Mr. Collier ami I in 
talking about Relda since death, agreed 
that for truth, honesty and virtue, she 
was a monument in ebony. It was true, 
but no monument of purest Parisian 
marble ever gleamed more stately and 
pure ! What more could he said of 
white or black 7 These are certainly 
the three great cardinal virtues that 
shine in the casket of male and female 
character. 

Although Relda married a Welch, vet 
Tom's mother was a Bobbitt, now Nan- 
cy Welch. Tom’s mother was twice 
married. In 1858, when brother Jim 
I and were slaves and our slaves all free 
and without a care, the great wedding 
ceremony between Nancy Bobbitt and 
Andrew Hubble took place in the “big 
house." White folks were there from 
all around and the colored folks from 
the McAlisters', Owens' and Evans' 
were represented. It was the event of 
the year, and Tom. who afterward 
went by the name of hi* step- father, 
“Billy Welch,” was the second son 
bom of that union of the house of Bob- 
bitt and Hubble. And Relda marrying 
into the family and living with us so 
long always seemed like kinfolks. 
Whenever one like Relda leaves the 
earth she is entitled to a notice re- 
counting her virtues, her truth, her 
honesty and fidelity more extended 
than 1 can. devote to her here. Relda, 
you have fought a good fght, finished 
your course, and when you were seen 
approaching, no doubt heaven opened 
wide her eternal gates with harmon- 
ious sound on golden hinges turning.

Three Evansville, Ind., children died 
from the excessive heat Tuesday. 

Tony Lunn was fatally hurt while 
working with a threshing machine in 
Fayette. 

Four murder# were committed in and 
around Wheeling, W. Va., Sunday, 
three of the killed being Negroes. 

A score of men were precipitated 
into the river at Lorain. O., and several 
were drowned, a bridge crashing be- 
neath them. 

Two convicts were probably fatally 
wounded by a guard in the attempt to 
make their escape while at work in a 
brickyard at Atlanta. 

Fourteen persons are in a dangerous 
condition after eating poisoned ice 
cream at a family gathering at Ed 
Stay’s, near Mayfield. 

Governor Folk granted a resite of 30 
days to Lord Frederick Seymour Bar- 
rington, under sentence to be hanged 
at Clayton. Mo., on July 25, for the 
murder of James P. McCann. 

Charles J. Bronston, a Lexington 
lawyer, has withdrawn from’the prose- 
cution of Caleb Powers, who is charged 
with the assassination of Gov. William 
Goebel. Ill health is the reason assign- 
ed. 

John Wanamaker is getting as ill- 
fated as Kate Claxton, the actress. Re- 
cently he lost his home and many thous- 
ands of dollars of paintings, and now 
his stables at Lyndenhurst, with three 
horses, burned. 

Charges that Orchard was in the em- 
ploy of the Pinkertons when he killed 
Steunenberg and that the crime was 
patt of a great conspiracy against 
Haywood, were made by Attorney 
Richardson in his argument to the jury 
at Boise. 

Major paymaster Eugene Coffin, of 
the army at Manila, has had his left 
arm amputated, the result of infection 
from the handling of money paying 
troops. He was a veteran of the Civil 
War and a memlier of the old McKin- 
ley regiment. 

Chicago has seen the last of its La- 
bor day parades, at least for several 
years to come. The annual long march 
through the streets by thousands of 
unionists has been abandoned by the 
Federation of Labor and the Associated 
Building Trades. 

A $100,(100 damage suit was filed at 
Paducah against W. W. Meadows and 
several of his friends by Rev. Frank 
Hawley, who was recently chastised at 
Fulton, by the infuriated husband, who 
believed that Hawley had been too inti- 
mate with his wife. 

Karl Hau, a law professor, of Wash- 
ington. was convicted of the murder 
of his mother-in-law in Karlsruhe, Ger- 
many, and sentenced to death. The 
verdict was unpopular and a demon- 
stration followed by the large crowd 
around the courthouse. 

A large force of night riders attacked 
the home of Stephen P. Mosely in 
Trigg county, and shot out nine win- 
dows in the house. Mosely and his 
wife, who were lying in bed and were 
aroused by the shooting, were both hit 
in the face by glancing shot. 

Grief-stricken by a notificatwi that 
her services would not be required 
after the end of this month. Mrs. 
Nielson, a housekeeper for a land own- 
er named Ullkjaer. of Copenhagen, hang- 
ed three of her employers’ children, 
as well as three of her own, and then 
killed herself by hanging. 

Frank Tilford, of the well-known 
firm of Park & Tilford, in New York, 
took a unique way to celebrate his 
birthday. He invited 760 "little moth- 
ers,” poor girls who bear some of the 
burdens of their families, to take a trip 
to Coney Island, where they were in- 
troduced to the wonders of the resort 
at Mr. Tilford’s expense. 

In a collision between the passenger 
steamer Columbia and the steam 
schooner San Pedro, off the Mendocino 
coast cf California, nearly KM) passen- 
gers lost their Hves Saturday night. 
The Columbia was sunk and lies com- 
pletely submerged in the deep waters 
of Shelter Cove. Capt. Doran, master 
of the Columbia, staved with his vessel 
and is among those lost. All the women 
were drowned and the men saved them- 
selves In the boats and on rafts. The 
collision occurred at midnight when all 
on board save the lookout and officer 
on the bridge were asleep in their 
bertha.
